Meager reports received here state 
that mayor Clancy and his wife were 
shot about 1:30 o'clock, but owing to; 
curfew 
restrictions, (members of the 


household were.afraidjto venture on the 
streets to secure aid, and friends with 
whom they communicated by telephone 
could not go to the house for the same 
reason. 


About two hours later, a doctor ar- 
rived from a hospital and found Mayor 
Clancy dead and Mrs. Clancy in a crit- 
ical condition. Former Mayor OSCallag- 
han was dying when doctors summoned 
toy the police arrived at the house. 


Belfast. Ireland, March 7.—Bands of 
men shot George Clancy, mayor of Lim- 
erick and Michael O'Callaghan, a for-, 
mer mayor of that city, in cold blood 
while they were 'lying in their beds.

Information 
and advice received at the dinner to- 
night is expected to be laid before the 
cabinet by Mr. Harding and a definite 
decision on a date for calling congress 
intp session may follow. 


?Jo definite schedule of cabinet meet- 
ings has yet been agreed upon. In the 
Wilson administration they were held 
ordinarily on Tuesday but the impres- 
sion is that Mr. Harding may desire to 
have a round table discussion with his 
advisers more often than once a week. 


The question of the special session of 
congress was discussed by the president 
today "with Senatotr .Underwood of Ala- 
bama, the Democratitc leader of the 
senate, who is understood to have urged: 
that a date sometime in the first half 
of April 
be selected.

with Mr. Harding the Alabama senator 
indicated that a. date: probably would 
be announced tomorrow. 
Speaker GiUett, Representative Monr 


cTell, Fordriey, Green and Lbngworth 
expect to see President Harding prob- 
ably tomorrow to discuss tariff legisla- 
tion which will be taken up early in 
the special session.

Until the water goes down consider- 


ably more it will not be possible to begin 
work on the repairx)f 'the approach on 
it will be necessary for new piles to be 
driven, according to the statement of 
Service Director Gilcrist this afternoon. 


Mr. Gilcrist has arranged with Leo 


Ray to keep a wagon at the east end of 
the bridge at all times until it is re- 
•paired to take care of deliveries of 
groceries and necessities to the strand- 
ed residents of the district. 


As the district will be without the aid 


of motor aparatus in case of fire Safety 
Director Pemberton has arranged for 
a city fireman to be on duty at all time 
in the district. The man has at 'his dis- 
posal chemicals, a spring wagon, and 
450 fest of hose. The six plugs in the 
district were blown this morning as an 
added precaution in case of a fire. The 
'fireman is located in the rear of Beck- 
man's grocery and can be located by 
calling there. 
Mr. G-ilcrist further stated that within 


two days after the water recedes the 
approach will again -be in shape for use. 
ful also said that all material for the 
repair of the Fleek avenue bridge had 
been contracted for and that he expected [ 
deliveries within the next 10 or 15 days.'

NO PANIC POSSIBLE. 


^W. ¥ .G. Harding, governor of the 
federal reserve board, explains in "Sys- 
tem" why an old-fashioned financial 
panic is impossible. 


As he suggests, a business panic and
